Nebraska will be forced out 
Business, if the new transport law 
s put into effect, it was contended 
yy Hugh LaMaster, counsel fo 
Jacob Niederhaus and other trans 
porters m a suit against Gov 
bochran, the department of agri 
cultural and others, in a hearing 
before District Judge Polk Frida; 
"or a temporary injunction to pre 
vent the new law from going 
effect. LaMaster declared that i 
was not merely the fees requirei 
but contended that there are re 
strictions in the law which wil 
place unbearable burdens upon thi 
transporters. 
He contended th'at the law vio 
.ates the federal and state constilu*- 
tiorts, is contrary to regulations o 
the interstate commerce commis 
sion and void because it attempt 
to place in the hands of the depart 
ment of agricultural and inspec 
tion, Judicial, legislative and ad 
ministrative power. He said tha 
the state railway commission hac 
charge of the transports and onl> 
thru specific legislation could thi 
power be taken from them. In this 
instance, he declared, the legisla- 
tion was not specific but that it 
gave the department power to 
make and enforce certain rules and 
regulations. 


He contended that a $10 fee im- 
posed for the privilege of doing 
business is a direct burden upon 
interstate commerce. If it was a 
direct burden the law wns void. 
He also charged discrimination be- 
tween trucks handling over 900 
gallons and those handling less 
than 900, and claimed that the law 
is broader than its title. The law 
was passed under the guise of a 
safety measure, ho said, but has 
many things in it which are wholly 
unrelated to safety.

There seems to be a concerted 
movement afoot in congress to 
cripple the national labor relations 
board by depriving it of needed 
a p p r opriations. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the work of the board 
and its field offices has increased 
materially over the last fiscal year, 
the senate committee on appropri- 
ations has made a major cut in 
the boardy request. 


If congress were really in an 


economical mood and were mak- 
ing drastic cuts in other appro- 
priations, 
especially 
those 
of 


quasi-judicial agencies and com- 
mossions, there would be little 
criticism to offer. But the truth 
is many members of congress have 
their axes out for the labor board 
who do not venture to offer either 
a repeal or amendment of the act 
itself. 
To ask an agency of the gov- 


ernment which is supposed to per- 
form judicial functions to do so i 
without tools or equipment is one 
way, 
of course, to paralyze it and 


nullify its efforts, but, not so long 
ago, there was a great hue and cry 
over the land because an effort 
was made to affect the highest 
court of the land by legislative 
action because its decisions were 
disliked. 
If congress now adopts 


the precedent of breaking down 
:he labor board by refusing to give 
it the necessary funds, especially 
when this is due to a dislike of the 
decisions of the board, It would 
not be inconsistent in the future 
to reduce or abolish those federal 
courts where the judges were ren- 
dering opinions in conflict with 
the desires . of members of con- 
gress. 
The facts and figures about the 


labor board's tremendous task of 
carrying out the. law, as written 
by congress in 1935, were revealed 
to the house committee on appro- 
priations, and while an $80,000 cut, 
as compared with last year, was 
ordered, the bill as passed'by the 
house does not hamper the" labor 
board's continued operations.

The agricultural adjustment ad- 


ministration established minimum 
wage rates to be paid by \eugar 
aeet growers to be eligible for 
aenefit payments under the new 
sugar control act. 
The rates, applicable after Sept. 
I on the 1937 crop, were approxi- 
mately 15 percent above existing 
rates. 


Officials said growers who had 


not allowed their . workers the 
minimum during the 
harvesting 


season could pay the 
difference 


and become eligible for benefits, 
which for domestic beet growers 
and processors may total $18,000,- 
000 on the 1937 crop. 
The rates were based on the 


tonnage harvested per acre. For 
beets yielding 7 tons but less than 
8 tons an acre, the minimum rate 
was set at $1.07 a short ton; be- 
tween 8 and 9 tons, $1.03; between 
9 and 10 tons, $1; between 10 and 
II tons, 97 cents.

CHANGE. 


Effects of higher wages forced 


upon the railroads 
and higher 


prices for everything they must 
buy are 
being reflected by the 


service the roads give and the 
number of employes they may. re- 
tain in service. Every restriction 
placed upon industry at a time 
like the present does much to ac- 
centuate unbalance and add to de- 
pression causes. The boat has been 
rocked disturbingly, with the re 
suit that the effects will be fel 
by every, patron of the road and 
by many employes who depended 
upon their labor for a living, as 
well as others. 


The Burlington is trying to re- 


duce the amount of train service 
given on its branches. Other Ne- 
braska roads have been moving in 
the same direction. The postoffice 
department, long dependent on thS 
railroads for mall carrying, 
is 


turning to truck service to make 
up for transportation the railroads 
cannot give under present condi- 
tions. Patrons of the roads are 
protesting lack of service, and at 
the same time throwing their busi- 
ness to the trucks. 
This may be 


the development of an economic 
change that in the end will mark 
economy In transportation and im- 
provement hi service the public 
demands, but now, with 'conditions 
bad and getting no better, the 
situation takes on an ominous ap- 
pearance.

other countries know just how 
strong we are on the seas. 


At the same time every army 


and navy man will point out that 
the food supply is as important 
as the ammunition supply. 
Na- 


poleon is credited with saying an 
army marches on its stomach. 
That idea has been repeated thou- 
sands of times since Napoleon's 
day. Food Is a war supply, just 
as much as Is ammunition. It Is 
of prime'importance that the army 
has enough to eat, the navy also. 


Now if it is good strategy to 


keep our naval strength secret, 
is it not also good 'strategy to 
keep agricultural statistics secret. 
Why should we broadcast to the 
world that .the nation is .short of 
corn, or wheat, should drouth and 
crop failure strike again? 
Ob- 


viously that is poor strategy. 


We hope, however, that Secy. 


Wallace does not follow in the 
footsteps of his colleagues. Secrecy 
is just what the nation does not 
want at this time iir\connection 
with the farm problem. There is 
no limit to the extremes to which 
crop reductionists might go behind 
a screen of secrecy. 


Since this is the case In agri- 


culture, since the internal danger 
is greater than the external' dan- 
ger, what of the army and navy ? 
Does not a cloak of secrecy around 
their operations hold some poten- 
tial danger for the nation at the 
same time that it denies prying 
foreign eyes? 


The nation's press cannot see 


these developments without mis- 
givings and growing apprehension. 
The army and navy have acted. 
What department will be next to 
close its doors to the press "in the 
interest of national defense? 


MORE OK LESS PERSONAL 
Nebraska is always thankful for 
any moisture that may come from 
the skies or that may come down 
its rivers from the western and 
northern hills. The past week has 
been a moist week but the amount 
of moisture that has fallen nas 
not been great. In most places It 
will total a little 
more than a 


quarter 
inch, just 
enough 
to 
moisten the top of the ground in 
the wheat fields and to prevent the 
dust from rising every time the 
wind Wows. It 
will help 
the 
winter wheat, will give it moisture 
on which to subsist for the time 
being, but the disturbing fact is 
that the subsoil Is dry, needs much 
moisture—-the amount of moisture 
that conies in wet seasons when 
three and four inches of water 
soaks into the soil in a week. 


State highway and railway of- 


ficials of Iowa have reached an 
agreement -whereby more than 200 
crossing signals of the, electric 
flash type will be installed at once 
hi that state. A recent tragedy 
at Hastings, where a motorcar 
struck a tram,' causing the death 
of four and the serious injury of 
three others, would seem to call 
for greater protection at rail cross- 
ings hi Nebraska. 
This state has 


gone a long way in grade separa- 
tion at important crossings, but 
many railway grade crossings are 
still unprotected by signals that 
can be seen at night and in bad 
weather. 


The postoffice department has 
established truck service on a 
temporary basis to handle mail 
along the Imperial line of the 
Burlington and residents of that 
territory fear that if the Burling- 
ton finally loses the mail contract 
their train service will be annulled 
and that the next move will be 
abandonment of the branch line. 
The truck - has taken away the 
business of the branch lines in 
many instances.

PUNCTURE PROOF. 


Without any reflection on the 


abilities of the FBI it may be 
pointed out that local and state 
law enforcement groups might do 
quite as well in their handling of 
crimes if they enjoyed the same 
advantages. No one wants to take 
ITom the credit due to the FBI. 
The point is that this bureau is 
not a magical or supernatural 
organization. It enjoys a number 
of advantages over local groups, 
and pushes those advantages to 
the limiit. 


The handling of the case of 


Peter Anders, confessed kidnaper 
of Charles S. Ross, is a case to the 
point. Anders, after a long delay 
during which he left a trail of 
ransom bills, was picked up in 
California the other day. Because 
he was a federal prisoner, accused 
of an offense against federal stat- 
utes, there was Co extradition to 
worry about. The FBI men loaded 
him in a sped;-.! plane and flew 
away. 


There was no fuss, no bother, no 


delays. No attorneys got in their 
prelimir.nry work. 
Anders was 


captured, spirited away and led to 
confess. 


He was not taken to Chicago, 


the home of Mr. Ross and the city 
presumably nearest the locale of 
the kidnaping. Instead he was 
taken to St. Paul, Minn. There 
federal officers worked on him for 
many hours. 
Anders landed in 


St. Paul Tuesday. 
Nothing had 


been heard of him on Thursday. 
No lawyer was there to advise the 
prisoner or stall for time. Anders 
surrounded by G-men made up 
the picture. 


There was much speculation 


concerning events transpiring in 
St. Paul. But anyone with any 
knowledge of criminal procedure 
could figure out what was going 
on. The G-men had first to show 
that a murder hod been commit- 
ted. They also \vanted evidence 
to 
support Anders* 
confession, 


since he might repudiate it in 
court. Those many hours spent

Motorists play with death in 
more ways than one.

DR. BKAPrB HEALTH TALK. 
Psoriasis, the Slvery Scale Disease. 


Psoriasis constitutes 6 percent 


of all skin diseases coming under 
the observation of physicians. 
It is a chronic condition charac- 


terized by round or oval patches 
covered with silvery-white scales. 
The patches occur especially be- 
hind the elbows, in front of the 
knees, on the extremities and on 
the scalp; altho the name psoriasis 
means itch, itching is a 
minor 
feature and hi many cases scarcely 
noticeable.' Psoriasis usually runs 
a course marked by remissions and 
relapses, without apparent reason. 


Cause of psoriasis? You may 
search me—and I have searched 
the medical literature in vain. The 
disease is not at all contagious. 
Some physicians believe heredity 
may be a factor, as It sometimes 
occurs in successive generations. 
No definite constitutional distur- 
bance is associated with the erup- 
tion. There are reasons to indicate 
that psoriasis may be a nutritional 
disease. 


For instance hi many cases a 


milk vegetarian diet has appar- 
ently brought prolonged relief or 
cure. In others thyroid extract has 
proved most beneficial, given over 
a considerable period but in small 
doses. Gaul, in N. Y. State Jour- 
nal of Medicine, 9-1-36, offered the 
observation that the habit of using 
petrolatum (mineral oil) as a laxa- 
tive or internal "lubricant" may 
account for pustular psoriasis in 
many cases; he thinks petrolatum 
interferes with the assimilation of 
vitamin D. 
Krafka, hi Jour, of Lab. and 


Clinical Medicine, Aug. 1936, ob- 
served that psoriasis clears up with 
exposure to the summer sun, pre- 
scribed moderate doses of vitamin 
D daily hi several cases and ob- 
tained favorable results. (Vitamin 
D is the "sunshine vitamin," the 
vitamin your own skin manufac- 
tures U exposed sufficiently to 
noonday sunshine.) 
In U. S. Treasury Dept. Public 
Health Reports, 11-5-37, Ceder and 
Zon report a series of 15 cases of 
chronic 
widespread 
psoriasis 
treated with massive doses of vita- 
min D—300,000 to 400,000 units 
daily, administered in the form of 
irradiated ergosterol. In 11 cases 
there was complete clearing up of 
the psoriasis hi a maximum period 
of 12 weeks, 
while two 
cases 


showed only partial benefit and 
two showed no benefit. These sur- 
geons of the Public Health service 
state that such massive doses of 
vitamin D appear to be relatively 
safe when administered to adults. 


Numerous other physicians have 
observed no untoward effects from 
administration of from 200,000 to 
500,000 units of vitamin D daily 
over periods of many -weeks or 
months to the treatment of chronic 
arthritis. 
If a shortage of vitamin D In 
the diet, or a failure to assimilate 
what little vitamin D tho natural 
food of man contains, or lack of 
sufficient exposure of the naked 
body to direct sunlight is a factor 
of psoriasis, then, in my judgment, 
a daily dose of, say, 6,000 units of 
vttamln D to supplement the or- 
dinary diet, should be sufficient to 
correct two of these factors at 
least. Perhaps it would also ...Com- 
pensate for Impaired capacity to 
assimilate vitamin D. 
(CoD*-rl£ht).

unemployed could be cared for 
better thru direct relief than work 
relief. 
Such a policy, he added, would 
be baaed on the theory that much 
of the present employment 
is 
temporary. 
Bigg era said the recent check 
of unemployed had "proven the im- 
practicability of getting a precise 
mathematical measure of employ- 
ment." For that reason, he )0bultl 
not recommend any further count 
until the decennial census of 1940. 
"An adequate running record or 
perpetual inventory of those ac- 
tively and urgently seeking em- 
ployment." he said, "should be ob- 
tainable by close co-ordination or 
co-operation of the social security 
board, the United States employ- 
ment 
service and 
the 
relief 
agencies." 
He expressed the belief an ef- 
fort should be made to synchronize 
relief policies and re-employment 
programs, "with progressively in- 
creasing1 emphasis on re-employ- 
ment."

Hanna fried four million dollars 
worth of fat out of business for the 
republican campaign fund of 1896. 
The Standard Oil company alone 
gave $250,000 for that campaign 
of William McKinley. Banks every- 
where were formally assessed one- 
fourth e? 1 percent of their com- 
bined capital and surplus. 
And big business went 
on its 


way happily, setting up huge cor- 
porations, scrambling for control 
of the nation's markets. There is 
no lack of sources for these state- 
ments. They are related by that 
keen historian and student of those 
days. Jamca Ford Rhodes, himself 
a brother-in-law of Hanna. They 
are repeated by Mark Sullivan, the 
present day chronicler of this cen- 
tury's history. They are sprinkled 
thru the debates and records and 
statistics of those years that 
marked the turn of the century.

And it was becoming a popular 
iversion to declaim in congress 
against big business. 


Days of Big Corporations. 


However mu=h, or little, truth 


mnv have Iain back of that state- 
ment, It is a matter of record that 
during the two years before the 
death of President McKinley no 
anti-trust prosecutions had been 
brought. And that period was one 
of the most prolific breeders of big 
corporations the nation has seen. 


One senator produced a list of 81 
corporations that had been formed 
between 
1899 and 1902 
Ten of 


these had a capital of 10 millions, 
each. All of the others were larger. 
Amalgamated 
Copper 
company 


had $155,000.000. Arierican Smelt- 
ing and 
Refining company had 


$900,000,000. Consolidated Tobacco 
company had $262.689.200. Inter- 
natipnal Harvester company had 
$120.000.000. Steamship 
Consoli- 


dated had $170,000,000. And over 
them all towered the U. S. Steel 
corporation 
with 
$1,389,SS9,938. 


Th» SI had a total of capitalization 
of 4 H billions. 
Another list put into the record 
said the Standard Oil company and 
its affiliated concerns refined 84 
percent of the crude oil. produced 
86 percent of the illuminating oil, 
had a similar proportion of the ex- 
port trade in Illuminating oil, 
handled from 90 to 98 percent of 
the country's crude thru its pipe

The financial world watched the 
first months of Roosevelt's admin- 
istration with eager curiosity, then 
decided he would follow the old 
paths of fairly well worn precedent 
so far as business was concerned. 
The events which would help to 
shape his policy were even then 
just coining to a head. 
By 1900, Andrew Carnegie had 


tired of business. He had built up 
the biggest steel plant in the na- 
tion. He-made good steel, made it 
more cheaply than anyone 
else, 


cut prices if he needed to, and kept 
his competitors talking to himself 
about the methods he used. But he 
had decided to quit work and give 
away his money. Obviously, few 
could buy a plant so large as his, 
one which dominated the industry. 
He decided J. Pierpont Morgan was 
the only man who had the influ- 
ence and backing to take the Car- 
negie Steel company and fuse into 
it the other elements of the indus- 
try. Morgan had just reorganized 
a group of snrall steel companies 
from the distress to which they 
had been driven by Carnegie com- 
petition. 


Pressure on Morgan House, 
from Pittsburgh came a story 


Carnegie was about to build a pipe 
and tube plant. Morgan had the 
National Tube Works. 
Carnegie 


bought land, had plans drawn, be- 
gan digging for foundations. Ru- 
mors of other new Carnegie enter- 
prises seeped out. He started sur- 
veys for a railroad to the Atlantic. 
It would compel* with the Pennsyl- 
vania, a Morgan-controlled line. 
The security market became ner- 
vous. Numerous Morgan 
Invest- 


ments trembled It was 11 years 
before the full story came out in 
a 
nnati investigation, during 


which witnesses said Carnegie was 
"like ft bull In a China shop." given 
to doing "absurd things" and that 
his actions threatened to "demoral- 
ize" the whole situation 
In the end, the hous^of Morgan 


came around to the plan to buy 


corporation issued 1492,000,000 of 
securities against the property. 


Northern Securities Company. 
Hardly had this been completed 


before Morgan had his European 
vacation troubled by the dramatic 
fight which led to formation of the 
Northern Securities company, the 
firm,which brought Roosevelt into 
the picture. James J. Hill, the rail- 
road magnate, a close friend and 
associate of Morgan, had discov- 
ered Edward H. Harriman, his 
keenest competitor, backed by the 
banking house of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., was buying large blocks of 
stock in the Northern Pacific, the 
Hill-Morgan road. 
The Northern Pacific and Great 


Northern were controlled by Hill 
and 'Morgan. 
The Southern Pa- 


cific and Union Pacific were the 
Harriman, Kuhn, Loeb lines. Both 
groups had fought for the Burling- 
ton. Hill and Morgan thought they 
had won. 
Harriman's stock market raid 
upon the Northern Pacific shares 
brought Hill steaming back by 
special train 
from 
the 
Pacific 


coast, pitted the two rich banking 
houses against each other on the 
floor of the exchange, sent North- 
ern Pacific shares soaring. 
Speculators, watching the board, 


decided it was a chance to pick 
up some extra change. They sold 
thousands of shares they did not 
own; in fact, it finally developed 
Harriman and Hill had bought 
78,000 more shares than were in 
existence. In the scramble to get 
shares to cover contracts. North- 
ern Pacific went to $1,000 a share. 
Hill wound up with a majority of 
the common stock; Harriman with 
a majority of the preferred. Out 
of their compromise came the 
Northern Securities Company, cre- 
ated as a " holding company by 
Morgan and Harriman. It had 
$400,000.000 capital and control of 
the Great Northern, the Burling- 
ton, tho Northern Pacific. That 
was Nov. 12. 1901.

Soon he was in- 
volved in numerous other suits, 
fighting 
the packers to obtain 
stronger meat inspection laws, en- 
gaged in a classic battle to bring 
rate regulation to the railroads, 
asking for stronger laws along 
several lines. Fifty-four cases were 
prosecuted under the Sherman law 
during his administration, tho it 
was years before all of them were 
decided. The Northwestern Securi- 
ties case, fought thru all of the 
courts, set the pace for the others. 


In something ot a reversal of 


the old sugar trust ruling, the 
court upheld the contentions of the 
government, found that the com- 
bination had been made to stop 
competition and that the law had 
been 
violated. 
Dissolution 
was 


worked out soon afterward and a 
new law suit arose between Hill 
nnd Harriman over the division 
of the stock they had fought for.

as 60 percent of their water and 
sirups when whirled in a centri- 
fuge 
Little heat is needed to 
evaporate most at the remaining 
moisture 
The gases tried for this pur- 


pose include chloroform 
carbon 
tetrachloride which is used in fire 
extinguishers toluene fat solvents 
and sulfur dioxide The poisons do 
not linger afterward In the vege- 
table juices or flesh 
These experiments have been ap- 


plied thus far only to the industrial 
and chemical uses of farm prod- 
ucts They may be used on food, 
but this Mr Hopkins »ays has 
not been investigated 
The poison extracted juices and 


pulps Mr Hopkins says will keep 
indefinitely for future use or for 
manufacture The dried plant can 
be stored 
without material loss 


from freezing respiration mould-

Cleanliness 


Needed in 
Kitchen 


Writer Tells How to 


Keep Refrigerator, 
Utensils Spotless 


By ELEA3NOB ROSS 


HERBS A BATCH of hint*, 


most of them dealing with new and 
better ways to keep utensils and 
apparatus clean, which Is a vital 
subject 


Many letters that come to this 


desk carry the burden of complaint 
anent the refrigerator—mechani- 
cal or ice filled When the trouble 
i£n t due to a mechanical defect it 
often can be traced back to lack 
of care Temperature and cleanli- 
ness are vital factors in refrigera- 
tion, no matter what type box it is 
Since the purpose of refrigeration 
Is to keep food from spoiling by re- 
tarding bacteriological action, a 
temperature ranging between *0 
and BO degrees is advocated 
Fre- 


quent opening of the door will ad 
mit warm air from the room and 
Is one of the prime reasons for be 
low-par action 
Try to take out 


and put in as much as possible each 
time the door is opened and have 
things ready so that the job can 
be done with expedition 


The second factor cleanliness is 


of 
major 
importance 
because 


spoiled foods left on shelves and 
surfaces 
gradually disintegrate, 


giving off odors and gases and be- 
coming breeding places for bac- 
teria. Therefore, spilled foods and 
liquids should be wiped away im 
mediately 
In addition the entire 


food storage space should be 
washed with- soap and water at 
least once a week 
Use lukewarm 


soap suds on a clean cloth 
Dry 


the entire surface thoroughly im- 
mediately after the washing is fin- 
ished The use of hot water should 
be avoided as this tends to raise 
the temperature of the interior 


Paper Towels Jseful 


One of the greatest boons in the 


busy kitchen is a roll of paper tow- 
els 
This is an economy, as these 


cleaning agents cost far less than 
the laundry upkeep of cotton tow- 
els Paper towels clean saucepans 
wipe the top of the stove, wrap up 
things, line drawers take the plact 
of a hand towel in the kitchen and 
are grand for mopping up grease 


Talking as we are of kitchen 


utensils we want to tell you that 
paste silver polish will brighten th< 
stained dull interior of aluminum 
cooking utensils caused by certain 
vegetable acids 
And it is well to 
note that the exterior of saucepans 
is discolored not by the fuel used 
but by the intensity of the heat 
Once boiling begins always reduce 
the flame you can boll at a given 
temperature, and any higher hea 
only causes excess vibration of the 
food breaking it up and spoiling 
the appearance of the vessel

POLL FINDS 53 PERCENT 


FAVOR THE LYNCH LAW 


American Public's Desire for 


Liberal Court Is Now 


Fulfilled. 


NEW YORK.—Some commenta- 
.ors have misinterpreted the re- 
sults of an American Institute of 
ubllc Opinion survey conducted 
ast November on the subject of 
federal anti-lynching law. The 
vote in this poll was a vote cov- 
ering the principle of whether the 
federal government Should take 
action in lynching cases. 
It was 
lot a vote on the specific pro- 
visions of the Wagner-Van Nuys 
ynch bill now before congress. 
In the November poll the insti- 
.ute's field staff asked voters the 
question: "Should congress pass 
a law making lynching a federal 
crime?" 
Thruout the nation. 70 
voters out of every^lOO said "yes." 
In the south the affirmative vote 
was 57 percent. 
Two months after this poll on 


the principle of federal legislation, 
the Wagner-Van Nuys\bill came 
up for debate in the senate. Dur- 
ng the first two weeks of the 
'ilibuster, the institute conducted 
a new sampling referendum on the 
specific provisions of the bill. 
Endorse Federal Action. 
The results of this poll show 
that the country still endorses fed- 
eral action, but that three geo- 
graphical sections which were in 
ravor of the piinciple of a federal 
law are against this specific mea- 
sure. The three sections are the 
south, the Rocky mountain'states, 
and the Pacific coast. 
The 
survey 
question asked: 
'Congress is- now considering a 
lynching bill which gives the fed- 
eral government power to 1) fine 
and imprison local policemen who 
are negligent in protecting a pris- 
oner from a lynch mob, and also 
2) .make a county "in which a 
ynching occurs pay a fine up to 
$10,000 to the victim or his fam- 
,ly. Do-you approve of this bill?" 
For the nation as a whole, a 
majority—53 
percent—voted 
in 
favor of the bill. The New Eng- 
land, middle Atlantic, east cen- 
tral aild west central sections all 
returned majorities for the 'mta- 
sure. 
The comments received from 
voters in the survey clearly indi- 
cate that it is the second part of 
the Wagner-Van Nuys bill which 
most offends the public. A ma- 
jority of those who «ppose the bill 
are against a federal fine on a 
county in which a lynching is 
perpetrated. 
Most comments, on the other 
hand are favorable to the first 
part of the -bill—the section which 
seeks to give the federal govern- 
ment the right to punish local po- 
licemen who are negligent in pro- 
tecting prisoners from a lynch 
mob. 
As a -justification for this 
belief, a number of voters point 
out that the federal government 
is responsible for enforcing the 
15th amendment, which guarantees 
that no person shall be deprived 
o flife without due process of law. 


The New Supreme Court. 


The appointment of Solicitor 


General Stanley Reed to the su- 
preme court bench brings near to 
fulfillment two goals desired by a 
majority of the thousands of vot- 
ers polled by the institute during 
the last year. Even before Pres- 
ident Roosevelt opened his drive 
to reform the high tribuna la year 
ago, the voters were in favor of 1) 
a more liberal court, and 2) a 
court composed of younger men. 
When President Roosevelt tried 


to achieve those ends thru his 
court reorganization plan, he met 
opposition from the people. They 
opposed him because they did not 
approve of tho method he chose— 
a method which new deal critics 
described as "packing" the court. 
In surveys by the institute, the 
majority of voters repeatedly ex- 
pressed their opposition to the 
plan, the percentage rising to 59 
by the time the measure was killed 
in congress. In this fight the peo- 
ple had their way. 
But did this mean that the vot- 
ers wanted no change at all in the 
high tribunal? 
On the contrary, 
the evidence indicates that they 
were by no means completely sat- 
isfied with the court. In Decem- 
ber, 1936, two months before the 
president brought forth his judi- 
ciary reform plan, the institute 
asked voters: "Should the supreme 
court be more liberal in review- 
Ing new deal measures?" Six out 
of every ten said "yes." 
The changes in court member- 
ship during the last year have 
given that tribunal the liberal com- 
plexion for which the public ex- 
pressed a desire in the 1936 poll. 
Again the people have had their 
way.The 
appointment 
of Stanley 
Reed also brings the average age 
level of the court down from 72 
last spring to approximately 66. 
This trend is likewise in line with 
public sentiment. In a survey last 
March, 64 percent of persons polled 
declared themselves in favor of 
a constitutional amendment re- 
quiring supreme court justices tc 
retire at some age between 70 
and 75.

LOS ANGELES.—What are tha 


five main fundamentals of golf tin 
average player should take to his 
soul for consideration ? 


I put this query to Light Horis 


Harry Cooper, the eminent stylis', 
at Big Crosby's Del Mar tourna- 
nent. 
There Is no living golfer 


who is straighter from tee to pin, 
who is more consistent than the 
Cooper who led the pack in thu 
way of a low average for the year 
—as well as money earned with 
wood and iron, 
"They will tell you that form 
isn't 
important," Harry Coopor 
said. "It may not be until th« 
pressure is on—and then it means 
everything. For example, you may 
have only a slight slice in practice 
or some easy going match. But, 
when the pressure is on, this slice 
will just about double itself. Minor 
faults turn into wrecking mistakes 
when the" tension is on. That's why 
it is important to have a few of the 
most important fundamentals to 
fall back on when the showdown 
comes. If you haven't, all the nerve 
and courage in the world won't 
help you." 


WHAT THEY ARE. 


"What are these five important 
fundamentals?" I asked the scor- 
ing leader of 1937. 


"The 
place to start," Cooper said, 
"is at the beginning. That means 
the grip. 
With a bad grip, you 
have no chance at all to be con- 
sistent. 
There should be control 
with the left hand—especially with 
the little and second finger of tho 
left hand. The left hand must al- 
ways be firm—held just a tritJe 
over the club. Any good pro can 
show you the right grip—firm but 
flexible, so the wrists can work. 
'The second fundamental is the 
correct stance—which means na- 
tural east. There should be a feel- 
ing of freedom with the feet—not 
too far apart. Too many golfers 
spread their feet, plant them like 
posts—lock their legs-^and then 
wonder why they have no swing. 
Be easy on your feet. 
This will 
take most of the tension from your 
legs and body. Don't keep them 
too far apart—and let them close 
in as the shot gets shorter. 
"I should say the third funda- 
mental is good foot action. Few 
have this. You must be ready to 
let the weight shift from the left 
foot to the right on the backswing 
•—and then from the right foot to 
the left on the downswing. If you 
lock the left ankle, you also lock 
the left side—and this also means 
the left wrist. Don't be afraid'tn 
let the weight move naturally from 
left 
to right without 
swaying. 
Don't keep too much weight on tho 
left foot thru the backswing. 


"Too 
many golfers have dead 
hands in place of live hands. This 
is largely due to leg and body 
tension, which ties up both hands 
and wrists. Have the feeling of 
swinging the clubhead with hands 
and wrists—not with shoulders and 
body. Watch any good pro play— 
he seems to be doing everything 
with his hands. 
Naturally 
his 
foot and hip action have given ma 
hands a chance to get .to work, but 
he also puts them to work more ef- 
fectively than the average player. 


ONE MORE. 


"There is another fundamental," 
Cooper continued. "This Is on tho 
mental side. Most golfers think 
ahead or in front of the swing. 
They are thinking only in terms 
of the downswing—or hitting the 
ball. You must first get a picture 
of the shot to be played—a mashie 
or 3 iron or spoon. After that you 
should think of the right way to 
swing 
without any thought of 
steering the ball. Steering 
thn 
ball simply can't be done. I've 
seen it lose more than a few big 
championships. 
"First of all, be sure of a smooth 
backswing. Don't take this for 
granted. Be sure you've finished 
this backswing without being- in 
any too great a hurry to start the 
downswing 
Concentrate on this 
idea. 
Make it a habit on every 
shot. It even counts on the putt— 
remember I didn't aay slow back- 
swing—I said smooth backswing. 
Moat chip shots are 
spoiled by 
hurried, jerky backswings. 
"Ariother point to remember is 
that 'the head is the swing's 
anchor/ It should keep the body in 
place. The ball is your target— 
ao look at it. . This won't be so 
hard to do If you are not thinking 
on beyond the ball—of bunkers or 
traps—or trees or ponds or out of 
bounds. 
Keep your mind on tho 


ball—and the eyes will stay there. * 
Start a smooth 
backswing and 
there will be no temptation to lift 
the head too quickly. 
"These fundamentals are not so 
hard to remember if the average 
golfer will only give them a littlo 
attention. He should 
give 
his 
game a better chance."
